More victims of tho Clallam disaster 
arc being given up by the sea. Swoop- 
to und fro among the tide rips, 
tangled in the kelp, the water-borne 
todies, kept awash by the holts of cork 
that they hoped would save tiheir lives, 
the corpses are being recovered by tho 
tugs and launches and steamers — a fleet 
of which wore cruising the nearby 
waters all day yesterday. yesterday 
seven bodies were added to those that 
have beeu taken from tho waters, mak- 
ing a total to date of twenty bodies 
that have been recovered, The tug 
dvdmi Grace, which bus boon chartered 
by Mr. Bellinger, of the Crofton smelter, 
and which will continue to search again 
todny, recovered threo bodies, those of 
N. P. Shaw, of this city; O. II. Joy 
>*nil Mrs. Margaret J. Gill, of Dawsou. 
The steamer Princess Beatrice, of tho 
C. P. It., while on her way to Now 
Westminster yesterday morning, picked 
up a corpse Boating in the vicinity of 
Trial Island, which was transferred to 
the steamer Oscar ami brought to Vic- 
toria. This body was identified as 
Peter La Plant, of San Juan, who, 
heartbroken when ho saw his wife and 
child swept out of tho lifeboat, sprang 
from the steamer's deck and drowned 
also. The steam pinnace of II. M. S. 
Grafton, which cruised all day yes- 
terday, picked up the body of William 
Ohorrett, an ex-bombardier of the Royal 
Garrison Artillery, who obtained his dis- 
charge from tho regiment at Singapore 
in July lust, and was on his way to 
Victoria with a letter of introduction 
to Mr. J. Martyn, of Itithet street. 
■Later the pilot sloop Helen, on which 
Captains Thompson and Newby had 
been cruising all dny, brought in the 
remains of Mrs. J. C. Galletly, which 
had been recovered off Redder Bay, 
about three hundred yards from shore, 
drifting back seaward, entangled in a 
(duster of kelp and wreckage. Then 
II. M. S. Grafton return to Esquimau 
with another victim, the seventh picked 
up yesterday, whose body had been 
found drifting near Race Hocks. This 
proved to be the remains of Bruno Leh- 
man, customs officer of the ship. 

The Kdna Grace, chartered by 
Mr. Bellinger, of tho Crofton 
smelter, to join the searching fleet, 
returned first with. L/'r flag half-mast, 
bearing her quota or the dead. She 
was mot at the Enterprise wharf by 
the undertaker's wagons ami the three 
bodies, which had boon picked up in 
a tide rip, amidst a litter of kelp and 
strewn wreckage, with swarms of gulls 
circling overhead, wore brought ashore. 
All hail boon found within a hundred 
yards of each other. The remains wero 
soon identified. X. 1'. Shaw was at 
once recognized. The body of c. II. 
.Joy was at first supposed to bo that 
nt Harvey Sears, itho stevedorct a 
brother of ('apt. A. A. Soars, it resem- 
bling- the doad stevedore so much that 
relatives and most intimate friends at 
one took it to be the corpse of Soars, 
hut. papers found on the body showed 
that it was that of C. II. Joy. The 
remains of Mrs. Margaret J. (Jill were 
identilicd by papers found on her cloth- 
ing. It was at lirsL thought that she 
was a Miss Gill, coining from San Fran- 
cisco as a witness on the Hopper-Duns- 
miu'r will case, hut it was shown that 
this was not the case. Maids id" Mrs. 
Hopper who saw the body said they 
did not recognize her as .Miss GUI. On 
her the dead woman hud, as well as 
sixty dollars in hills, a draft for lie,, 
hundred dollars, and when this draft 
was taken to tin- Bank of Commerce her 
identity was shown. She had secured 
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with a handrail floating about. It was 
long enough to sent about, six persons." 

"Captain, a groat deal has been said 
of tho unseaworthiness of the Clallam.

Whoa the passengers waited on the 
captain and asked why lie did not signal 
tho Holyoke to come and take them 
off, Capt. Roberts replied: 

"I am running this part of it. When 
I soo we ore in danger I will signal 
the tugboat to come back." 

After that the steamer Was afloat 
but twenty minutes, 

"You think we are nil right?" queried 
Mr. Davis. 

"Sure," said the captain. "We can 
get to Port Townsend all right. Tho 
steamer is good 1 for two hours."

"I am running this part of it," re- 
plied the captain, "They can take us 
where they like." 

"Well, you could have signalled the 
steamer to come alongside and given

Arbitration Treaty 



Influential Meeting at Washing- 
ton Asks Congress to Con- 
sider Subject. 



Advocates Convention With Great 
Britain And With Other 
Powers. 



Washington, ,T:m. 12.— 'A conference 
•called to frame a basis for an arbitra- 
tion treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain, and for the exten- 
sion of arbitration throughout the world, 
was held in this city today. 

dOx- United States Secretary of State 
John W. Foster was chosen president 
■and T.hoinus Nelson Page secretary. A 
committee of resolutions was appointed. 

Addresses in advocacy of internation- 
al arbitration were made by President 
Jordan, of Stanford Universitj ; Fred- 
■crick \V. Seward, New York; Stuyve- 
sant Fish, New York; TIios. Barclay, 
of iLondon, 'England; President Gotnp- 
ers, of the American Fed-eration of La- 
bor; ex-Secretary of State John \V. 
Foster; President Woodrow Wilson, of 
(Princeton University; Governor, Dur- 
bin, of Indiana; Horace Davis, of San 
Francisco; Judge Gray; A. B. Farnu- 
■liar, representing the Nntioual Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers; V. W. Foster, of 
Chicago, and others. A resolution mak- 
ing the conference permanent was adopt- 
ed, a v -nt\ 

A resolution was also adopted recom- 
mending that the United States en- 
deavor to enter into a treaty with (Treat 
Britain and other powers to submit to 
arbitration by the permanent court at 
The Hague, or in default of such, sub- 
mission 1 > v some tribunal speciiily con- 
stituted for the case, so* that all differ- 
ences which they may fail to adjust by 
diplomatic negotiations may be refer- 
red to. That the governments should 
agree not to resort in any ease to hos- 
tile measures of any description till an 
offer has been made to settle any mat- 
lei- in dispute by arbitration. . 

Committees were appointed to present 
the resolution to President Uoosevelt 
and congress. A letter from (i rover 
'Cleveland expressed interest in tho con- 
ference, and regret tit being unable to 
attend. Mayor Carter Harrison, of 
Chicago, wrote that the Chicago dis- 
aster prevented his presence, lint lie 
heartily favored arbitration to settle all 
disputes between nations, and said when 
governments were willing to listen to 
reason before going to war, the world 
■will have advanced immeasurably in 
consequence. 

A mass meeting wns held under the 
auspices of the national arbitration con- 
ference tit the Lafayette theatre late 
today. Andrew Carnegie and Cardinal 
Gibbons were nmong those present. 

Resolutions adopted by the conference 
•were read, and, with the resounding 
■chorus of "Ayes." the audience voted its 
approval . 

Cardinal Gibbons, in an address, said: 
""I hope for the time when till disputes 
•between nations will be settled by means 
»f arbitral ion, and that this will appeal 
"especially to tho small and the weak. 
1 hope and pray for the day when the 
gospel of peace will reign supreme in 
the world, and when international dis- 
putes shall be settled, not on the field 
<o( battle, but in tho -halls of legisla- 
tion." 

Lieut-General Miles and Dr. Edward 
•Everett Hale earnestly voiced their 
-sympathies with tho work. The Rev. 
T)r. Joseph Silverman, of Temple 
iKninniiol, iXew York city, spoke of the 
'igen.eral trend 'towards arbitration. 
"There is some justification." he said, 
"Jiowever, for impugning the motives 
of a ni nn who advises peace, on the 
one hand, and permits thousands of his 
subjects to be butchered on the other

Chicago, Jnn. 12.— Building Commis- 
sioner George Williams was the chief 
witness today in the inquest aver the 
victims of the Iroquois theatre lire, Lie 
lestilied that he visited the theatre but 
once during its construction. He had 
seen the plans tint once, and', personally, 
he knew nothing of the construction of 
the building. 

Wiien he visited the theatre he con- 
sidered it the most fireproof .structure 
of its kind he line 1 ever seen. He ad- 
mitted thai he allowed' the builders, to 
place pine joistn in certain places be- 
neath tho stage instead of steel sup- 
ports. He siiiii his department had 
passed oa the arrangement of exits, 
passageways and aisles; that the depart- 
ment knew Hint the ordinances requir- 
ed that an exit be plainly marked by 
sign, and that appliances for the ex- 
tinguishment of lire be placed in the- 
atres, lie said his office bad: never 
been informed by the building inspectors 
that none of these requirements bad 
been fully met. He admitted that he, 
as bend of the department, would be 
compelled to assume the responsibility. 
He knew mulling of a system of sprink- 
lers in the theatre. 

Coroner Trueger demanded to know 
. if there was anybody in the olllce of 
Ljitiiniati the building commissioner whose busi- 
ness it was to see whether the inspec- 
tors did their duty. Mr. Williams' re- 
nli- was: •'Once in a while I have done 



Commissioner Williams, being hard 
pressed by the coroner as to why the 
building inspectors had not. performed 
their duty in a more thorough manner, 
said that the olllce force was far toe 

small. He had b i informed the city 

could not afford additional help. 

Mr. Williams declared' that last Oc- 
tober he reported to .Mayor Harrison 
that not Olle of the theatres ill Chicago 
was complying with the ordinances. 
The mayor turned over his report to 
the council, which tunic. I it over to a 
committee and nothing was ever done. 

Commissioner Williams said the the- 
atre was inspected on tho afternoon it 
was opened. The coroner pointed out 
that the report simply said that the 
building had been inspected, but did 
not refer to equipment. 

Assistant State Attorney Barnes 
asked Mr. Williams if he was not aware 
thai tin" ordinances required separate 
places of exit and entrance for each 
gnllery above the first. Commissioner 
Williams admitted tins knowledge, but 
did not know if the Iroquois failed to 
meet this requirement until alter the 
[ire h was not the custom of bis 
nmee to require special reports on such

OIHE SAIJX1IQN PESHEIIY. 

A despatch from Washington that we 
published on Sunday last, stated that 
"Secretary Hay Us endeavoring to ar- 
range n conference With a view to the 
■establishment 'if an international hatch- 
ery on tlic Frioser River for the artifi- 
cial propagation of salmon. It is pro- 
posed that in addition to the United 
States Coaimissioner and the Fishery 
iConmiissionor of the State of Washing- 
ton, the Dominion Government wQ] be 
asked to send representatives of the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries. The 
proposal seems to have originated from 
ISenutor Foster of Washington, who is 
Said to have declnred that unless some 
"heroic measures" were taken, the 
ifishcry 'would be ruined by Hie methods 
now ndupted for it<> prosecution and 
the millions of dollars invested in the 
industry would be rendered unprovable 
it not actually Jos i. 

There is, we think, a very general 
feeling among those interested in the 
salmon eaiiuiug industry in British Co- 
lumbia that steps are necessary for the 
preservation of the fishery and tn pre- 
vent its depiction by wasteful methods. 
'The subject has been urged on the at- 
tention of the Dominion Government 
several occasions, both by the Provin- 
cial Government and thu.se interested 
in the fishery. The Dominion draws 
considerable revenue from the industry 
and contributes but little towards its 
conservation and extension. Among 
other suggestions has been one thai 
larger and more numerous hatcheries 
should l>e established and tome plan 
adopted whereby the cauuers of British 
Columbia should be jmt on a better 
footing to compete with their rivals 
in the 'State of Washington. So far, 
however, little of a practical character 
lias been effected in that direction, 
i (We ■believe that the proposal by Mr. 
Hay, that an international hatchery 
should be established on the Fraser 
Itiver, will not meet with approval in 
IBritisn Columbia, or, for that matter, 
at Ottawa. Thai it is the ditty of the 
■Dominion Government to take steps to 
preserve and extend an industry that 
gives employment to thousands of men 
there can be no question, But the Do- 
minion is able to uo all that is mctssury 
— whether it be tne construction of 
hatcheries on the Fraser itiver or any- 
thing eise — Uitnout tne necessity of tak- 
ing the United States into paitucrslntj 
in the matter. \V'e have jj., desire to 
enter into an agreement that Wight 
create interests with u foreign country 
and lead to Claims that might lYsult in 
41 demand for an international arbitra- 
tion. If a conference would lead to an 
arrangement whereby the cauuers on 
the oilier side ui the line would be urw- 
vented from reaping the be.-t oi tue nai- 
veSt of the sea to the detriment of Can- 
adian cauuers, it might be useful. Ac- 
cording to this despatch trom u inshing- 
ton the Americans recognize that tue 
salmon arc raised in Br.thsh Co.uinbiu 
waters. Applying a rule like taut wuich 
they have attempted to insist on in re- 
spect to pelagic .seal tishing, they have 
tuerefoie, uo riglit to eaten the salmon 
on their journey buck to their native 
waters. 

■> Betore any action is taken in connec- 
tion with this proposal from Washing- 
lion for a conference to consider uiai- 
■Vers of international interest in regard 
to the salmon fishery there should be a 
Inciter understanding between the Do* 
'minion and I'rovineiiti Governments <m 
■the various questions involved in the 
Iconservutiou and control uf the fisheries 
on our coasts. There is not entire uuu- 
juiiuity on the iiurt of those interested 
'in the industry in British Columbia as 
,lo whether it is better for the fisheries 
'to be controlled from Ottawa or from 
|\ ietoria. It seems to u ^ that in any 
vase there must be radical changes in 
|the present Mysteui before the mutter 
will be placed on n satisfactory basis 
'and the fullest scope given to the Usb- 
enueii and cauuers for the development 
•of the industry to the gi'eutest possible 
lextent. When these questions, are set- 
Wed it may then be desirable and use- 
'ful for u conference with the United 
IS'tates authorities in order to see 
'whether .some arrangements can be 
'made that will be fair and satisfactory 
to the people on both sides of the oouu-t 
dary. But we cannot believe that any 
proposal for the international owner- 
ship of hatcheries within our territory 
■will ever be entertained. Such a pro- 
iposal would certainly lend to complica- 
tions and we think that Canadians have 
had experiences during late years that 
'will make them very careful not to eom- 
knit themselves to any arrangement that 
may end in another international arbi- 
tration or make possible the least as- 
sertion of divided jurisdiction over any- 
thing within our territorial boundaries.

From the latest available sources we find 
that the cost ot educating about i!,-10O chil- 
dren in Victoria was $72,015, towards wlllch 
the province (school tax) subscribed tf.')2,- 
4J."i, and the city by special rate, $24,378, 
and out or general revenue, $15,822. The 
average cost to the ratepayers per child 
educated was therefore about $30.25, ex- 
clusive of hooks paid for by the parent. 

It Is presumed that those educated at 
the public expense will have to earn their 
own living, and that the studies prescribed 
In the graded schools should necessarily 
lie as direct as possible so as to qualify 
them for the ultimate education of the actu- 
al life to follow, and It may also fe assum- 
ed that not only do the heavier taxpayers 
bear the greater portion of these costs, 
but, to a large extent, they become the 
ultimate employers of those thus educated. 
They tuny reasonably therefore claim to be 
heard In the matter. 

It Js generally admitted that the main 
object ot school education Is not so much 
to compress into the Immature brain the 
knowledge of a lifetime, hut to cultivate 
and develop the Immature bruin so that 
Jt may be adapted to receive the more Im- 
portant education In the business of 111''. 
The love of reading, the tendency to self- 
Improvement and the acquisition of useful 
knowledge, steadily develops from the age 
of pi to 14 or 15, and It Is at this age, 
when the first Hush of ambition Is upon 
them, that the boy Is best adapted to lake 
tip and acquire that knowledge rcqulr 
'by the life then opening up before 
llloys of 14 are ready and willing to 
an office or store, or a factory and com- 
mence at the bottom and work ttielr way 
up, and thus thoroughly qualify themselves 
for the business of life; but when they get 
beyond this age, or get crammed in the 
High School, ttiey are unwilling or unable 
to do what Is required of them, and are 
apt to develop exaggerated Ideas of them- 
selves, and are of less value to their em- 
ployers than those who entered at a more 
pliable agu. 

It Is constantly urged that the schools 
are overcrowded, Hint more schools are re- 
quired, that the teaching staff are over- 
worked.

The Best Meeting of the Cam- 
paign is Held Last 
Evening. 



Many Speakers Explain Their 
Views to the Voters of 
North Ward. 



Judging by the turnout at the Odd- 
fellows' hall, Spring Midge, last evening, 
when the mayoralty ami nJdejuiouie 
candidates addressed the electors of that 
section of the city, the- voters there take 
a tritle more inn-rest in tomorrow's 
coutest than the voters who live in tlie 
vicinity of South 1'arU ami .North Ward 
schools. 

Mr. Xute, on motiou, took the chair 
nt S:10. 

After a few* preliminary remarks, the 
chairman called upon Mr. Uedfern to 
address the meeting. 

Mr. ltedferu said there were so many 
issues at stake that he scarcely kuew 
which to start vu. lie reminded the 
audience of his promises during the 
1SV17 campaign respecting streets, water- 
works and sewerage. The most import- 
ant matter before the incoming council 
■was the completion of the James' Bay 
mud Hats. The tir«t thing to be done 
should) be the completion of the road- 
way, ami then at oace complete as 
uracil filling as was necessary to allow 
the C. P. li. to get started with their 
hotel. He said the dredge can scarce- 
ly get here before June next, and it 
is absolutely imperative that the incom- 
ing council' should get to work at once 
as soon as they could decide where the 
tilling was to come- from. The C. 1*. 
]{. Company had shown their bona tides 
already in the building of the Princess 
Victoria and the proposed wharf facili- 
ties. 

Another question which will neces- 
sarily come before the incoming council 
js tilt, extenslcn cf the sewtra.-. sys- 
tem, and while lie was quite willing 
to give Aid. Barnard all tho credit 
due him for the way he had prosecuted 
the work, Aid. Barnard had a fixed in- 
come of i>'.),tKK) annually for sewers' 
rentals, and from this amount Aid. 
Barnard was enabled to float his $200,- 

000 loan. Mr. Itedfern claimed 1 the 
credit of institution of the sewers' 
rentals, and his bylaw created an in- 
come of $4,000. He thought that the 
Hush tanks arranged for by the original 
designer of the sewerage system, Mr. 
Mohun, were not now being put in, 
and if elected he should insist that they 
were put in. 

Regarding the charge for water ser- 
vice, where metres have been installed, 
he did not believe in inlying for what 
was used in the summer and paying 
a minimum rate in the winter. 

He said he was altogether opposed to 
an increase in the taxation on real es- 
tate, but he did believe in a revision 
in the trade licences. 

The health department also had been 
a serious drag on the finances, and lie 
thought tlie substitution of pipe surface 
drains instead of rotten box drains 
would save a great deal of money in 
the health department. 

Ho referred to the Indian reserve 
matter, harbor deepening, free wharf- 
age on the present reserve and a recrea- 
tion ground for the southern portion of 
the city out of the reserve grounds. 

The matter of the Sidney railway was 
a most important, matter, ami the recent 
disaster to the Clallam only accentuated 
the necessity of having a seaworthy 
steamer on that route. 

Aid. Barnard spoke of the septic tank 
In-law, which had been defeated by 
three votes, and the revote on the same 
which was again defeated. This defeat 
decided 'dm to run for alderman, and 
wltCfl he wm elected he at once took 
-overage mutter stud the. last 
,.' Inlaw. At present the Mohun 
system" lias been exhausted, and he 
thoughl the council would have to go 
again to the city for power to modify 
the use?, for which the loan was made, 
v i z n continuation of the Mohun sys- 
tem, and divert the money to putting 
in ths septic lank system in the low- 
lying districts. 

He had pledged himself when he first 
mn to force people who were not con- 
nected to connect, as the fuel Ihal so 
many were »ot connect) d was i lie direct 
result of the failure of the septic tank 
In-law. The council lasl year built 
seven and one-third nub's with $81,000, 
it ad the sixteen miles previously buill 
had co.-t the city $400,000. 

The present ii nu> from waterworks 

was only just sulllcient for the self- 
support of the system, [f the minimum 
rate was knocked off the price per 1,000 
gallons would have to 1"' raised to make 
up the deficiency , so ii was as broail as 

it was long. As far as the terilig 

<>f the city was iccmed, there were 

OAS metres in the city, and it wns not 

fair to the I pic who had llieni for 

the rest of the city to have a Hat rate. 
There should be the snnie treatment all 

1 ouiwl, and lie was prepared t > stand 
or fall on tlmi platform. 

Ho reiterated his previous remarks 
as to the Idling up of the .lames' Bay 
mud flats, lie was in favor of paving 
Yates and Cot t streets tit least from 
(iovenimeni street to Wharf street. The 
matter of permanent sidewalks was a 
dilllcult problem; the city has lo0 miles 
of sidewalks and there was not enough 
money iii the treasury to keep them all 
up to the mark and extend. 

Tho health department was a most 
serious expense, and the council had 
now tried the plan of Isolating cases 
in their own homcH, and so saving a 
vast e\pen-e in the Isolation hospital. 
He was against a rise ia rales and 
should oppose it. 

He bad persistently opposed dosing 
the contriicl with the Terminal Hail- 
way Company, and while ho knew the 
city had made n bargain they should 
keep, it. was ilue to the Terminal rail- 
way to keep their part id' the bargain 
also. 

With re> ped to Rclin >K he thought 
the present system of the council pro-

yuling the money and the trustees spend- 
ing it was altogether wrong. To his 
mind the solution was the trustees 
should raisi- their own rates, ami tJie 
same applied to the police commission- 
ers. 

It wns decided to limit, the balance of 
tin- ..peakers to tea minutes each. 

Aid. Diusdale said, in reply to "Work- 
liignian's" letter to the CoJonist, in 
winch it wns stated that all h e iiad 
done was to go to the City hall and 
draw his salary and vote against the 
eight-hour contract law. lie said Jie 
had saved his salary in the matter Of 
tlie Oid Men's Home alone, having been 
the means of saving nearly $75.00 ;i 
month there.

claimed that the North Ward did not 
get a fair appropriation; they had half 
the population of the city ' ami paid 
over $1J|»,000 per annum in taxes. 

lfiX-Ald. Bragg was in favor of stand- 
ing committees for each branch of the 
city departments, and not have one com- 
mittee handling Mich vast problems as 
sewers bridges and streets. lie said 
the revenue last year was ^oir',00", and 
out of this vast sum only $4(5,000 was 
siient on streets mid bridges, and a large 
amount of this was spent on Dallas 
road, retaining wall and permanent 
sidewalks in the central portion of the 
city at tliL- expense of the suburbs. 

Ex- A Id. Beckwith spoke concerning 
the immense area of North Ward and 
the numbers of streets in it on which 
i here was uo macadam even. Tlie idea 
of giving oue-third to each of the wards 
was iiios-t unfair, the North Ward 
should have more than either of the 
wards, in fact when he was iast alder- 
man he had and bis colleagues obtain- 
ed about one-half of the amount ap- 
propriated. He thought a recreation 
ground should be provided' for tlie youth 
of the ward. He was in favor of 
splitting the ward into two, an <] if elect- 
ed should work for it, even supposing 
special legislation had to be Obtained 
io get. it done, 

Mr. W. F, Fullerbon said he was the 
unanimous candidate of the Labor party 
last year, ami was only defeated by 
three votes. While not out as a candi- 
date of the Labor party this year, as 
it. had been decided that they should not 
put a man in the field, he expected the 
full support of organized labor. He 
claimed to be the father of the trade 
license dispute. 

Bx-Ald, It. T. Williams said the city 
should see to it that when the C. 1'. 
It. hotel was built the labor was taken 
from the city, and not imported. He 
di<l not believe in curtailing the school 
facilities. He had opposes] the water 
metres when brought up. He said day 
labor had a splendid argument iii the 
fact of last year's sewers only cost 
about. $10,000 per mile, while previ- 
ously the cost had been $25,000 per 
mile. 

Trustee Boggs explained 1 the $73,000 
item for education scarcely told the 
talc correctly, as it included $0,000 for 
sinking fund for the school debt, The 
city was faced with a possibility of 
a loan for $50,000 for school buildings, 
and the ratepayers could not figure on 
less than last 'year's expenditure, but 
more, as there were many more pupils 
this year than ever. 

Mr. J. W. Bold Irew a most im- 
portant matter to the attention of the 
audience, viz., the absolute necessity of 
providing school accommodation for the 
children who lived in the outskirts of 
thi- city. He referred to technical edu- 
cation and the need of it in this city. 

lb J. Cook believed in an ago limit 
of fourteen years, as a boy ought to 
In- put to his business at that age, and 
if they ;ire kept too long at school 
their business, training suffered. He 
would, if elected, support new school 
buildings in the outlying districts. 

Mr. Kdon spoke on the age limit, and 
strongly supported fourteen years. He 

believed in g 1 sanitary conditions for 

the children. He believed in a site for 
a school on the mud lints, free text 
books and technical education. 

Mr. Erskiiie was in favor of new 
buildings, nnd in fact everything needed 
to place the education where it .should 
be. 

.Mr. E. A. Lewis was in favor of 
progression. Firstly, accommodation; 
secondly, sanitation, ami thirdly, good 
UucJiers, II,. rnvorcd technical educa- 
tion, science and an, night schools and 
that boots should he handed down to 
save expense. 

\| r MiiWHl said he was in favor ot 
progression along educational lines. He 
believed in providing new buildings ami 
in keepin • the teaching stuff up to the 
increase in Hie numbers of children, lie 
would support the institution "I a nor- 
mal school, providing the expense was 
n,,| to,, great commensurate "'i' 1 ' 
ri -alls to be gained.

A SAD ENDING. 

'One of Those Lying Dead Here Was 
1 to Have Been Married on Arrival. 

The Clallam disaster was a tragic end 
to the romance of Ed, Lenuon, of Mou- 
'taun. According to the story told by 
'Mr. Lenuen and W. H. Crimes, of Red- 
mond, Wash., when it first became 
known Friday afternoon that the Clal- 
lam was leaking she was about ten 
'miles distant from Victoria and the 
captain, ii is said, told Mr. Grimes that 
It was only an hour's run. Lenuen 
"was in the company of Mrs. Reynolds, 
his (prospective bride, the two being on 
their way to Victoria to be married.
